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Sickles Outlines Area Plans 
For Rapid Rail Transit

Greenbelters may be able to ride 
the rapid transit rail system down¬ 
town Washington by 1980, Carl¬ 
ton R. Sickles stated at a meet¬ 
ing of the Greenbelt Democratic 
Club on October 24. Sickles, for¬ 
mer congressman-at-large, and 
now Chairman of the Washington 
Suburban Transit Commission and 
Director of the Washington Me¬ 
tropolitan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA), gave a short history 
of the effort by various commis¬ 
sions and authorities to control 
and expand transit facilities in 
the metropolitan area 

Sickles told the audience of a- 
bout 25 that a significant action 
wag taken on October 20, when the 
WMATA tentatively accepted a 
metropolitan transit plan, includ¬ 
ing a subway system for the down¬ 
town area, with surface extensions 
to the suburbs linked with com¬ 
muter and bus lines Of impor¬ 
tance to Greenbelt is the fact that 
of the three lines planned in 
Prince Georges Couny, one ter¬ 
minates at a station on Greenbelt 
Rd. near the B&O railway tracks. 
Engineers are now working up the 
details of the accepted plan; these 
will be published so that the public 
can become acquainted with the 
proposals. Public hearings will 
then be held, to obtain public reac¬ 
tion and to prepare needed legisla¬ 
tion and approval from affected 
jurisdictions. 

Timetable for Construction 
The time table, according to Sic¬ 
kles, calls for construction to start 
in the fall of 1968. The first phase 
the program will be the con¬

by capital grants of the partici¬ 
pating governments. Projected 
population figures contemplate 
that the system will serve some 
270,000,000 riders per year by 1990. 
The proposed rapid rail system 
will include over 95 miles in D.C. 
and two states, with 27.8 miles be¬ 
ing in the Maryland suburbs. 

Attempts will be made to make 
the use of the rapid rail system as 
convenient as possible. There will 
be direct lanes for patron bus-to- 
train and train-to-bus movement. 
Parking and riding will be facili¬ 
tated by free parking spaces, pri¬ 
marily at the outlying stations. 
There will also be direct conven¬ 
ient lanes for automobile approa¬ 
ches to the station entrances, so 
that wives can drive husbands to 
the train and still have use of 
the car during the day. 

The final portion of Sickles’ pre¬ 
sentation was a slide show of some 
of the rapid transit systems ar¬ 
ound the world There were pic¬ 
tures of trains, stations, and fa¬ 
cilities from such cities as Mon¬ 
treal, Moscow, Oslo, Leningrad, 
and Toronto. Sickles expressed 
his hope that the best of these 
systems will be incorporated into 
the one planned for Washington. 


struction of two lines serving the 
center of Washington. One would 
run along Connecticut Ave. to the 
downtown area and then loop out 
along the B & O tracks to Silver 
Spring, the other from the Penta¬ 
gon to downtown and then out to 
D. C. Stadium and Benning Road. 
These two lines should be comple¬ 
ted by 1974. In the second phase 
of the construction program the 
rail systems will be extended to 
the suburbs. The completion of 
this basic system is set for some¬ 
time in 1980, but various compo¬ 
nents of the system will be put in¬ 
to operation earlier as they are 
completed 

This system, according to Sic¬ 
kles, will provide fast and frequent 
service. The trains, with an ac¬ 
celeration of 3 MPH per second, 
will reach speeds between sta¬ 
tions of up to 75 MPH. Distances 
between stations will vary from 
1,800 feet in the downtown area to 
about 2 miles in the suburbs. 
Headways throughout the system 
will be 2 minutes during rush 
hours and 4 minutes during the 
rest of the day, increasing to five 
and ten minutes at off hours and 
on weekends. The fares will be 
$.25 for the City portion of the 
system, with free transfer from 
buses. The charge for the subur¬ 
ban portion will be on a zone or 
miles-traveled basis, again with 
free bus transfers. 

Details of the System 

The system will be entirely mo¬ 
dem in design. Cars will be com¬ 
pletely air conditioned, with a pub¬ 
lic address system, and will be 75 
feet in length, with trains vary¬ 
ing in length up to eight cars. 
Four doors on each side will expe¬ 
dite loading and unloading of pas¬ 
sengers. There will be comfortable 
seats for 81 passengers, and un¬ 
impeded aisles for standees. 

The estimated cost of the entire 
system is $2.3 billion and it is to 
be financed by bonds, repayable 
out of the system’s revenues and

Appeals Court to Hear 
Suit on School Site 

On Tuesday, November 7, the 
Maryland Court of Appeals in An¬ 
napolis will hear the arguments of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and the 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Education regarding a lower 
courts dismissal of GHI’s request 
that the school board be restrained 
from constructing a senior high 
school on parcel 2. 

Parcel 2 is the land between the 
GHI properties and the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway which was 
selected by the school board for 
a three-school complex after it 
had originally chosen a city-prefer¬ 
red tract (parcel 15) near the Cap¬ 
ital Beltway. 

GHI, in its suit, contended that 
in reversing its decision the school 
board was “influenced by consider¬ 
ations other than the public inter¬ 
est,” and that the school board 
was “substituting for its own 
judgment the pressures and influ¬ 
ence which Bresler-Lerner (own¬ 
ers of the two tracts) were able to 
assert by reason of their owner¬ 
ship.” 

The school board denied this 
charge and argued that the GHI 
complaint was insufficient as a ba¬ 
sis for relief in that the asser¬ 
tions of “pressures and influence” 
were mere contentions. It main¬ 
tained that it has a right to act 
in its discretion without judicial 
interference unless fraud is in¬ 
volved.

City and GHI Near Agreement 
On Storm Drains, Sidewalks

After months of negotiations, the city and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. are on the verge of agreeing on the division of 
responsibility for maintenance of storm drains. At the GHI 
board meeting of Thursday. Oct. 26, it was announced that 
the GHI-city joint committee had reached an understanding, 
clarifying uncertainties that have existed in this area since 
the Federal government gave up ownership of the housing 
project in 1953. ____ 


The agreement basically calls 
for GHI to maintain responsibility 
for the upkeep of the lateral 
drains, carrying water from roofs, 
and for the city to maintoin the 
main storm drains. In practice, 
this division of responsibility has 
been followed in the past but the 
agreement will make it official. 
Such an agreement will pave the 
way for GHI homeowners to con¬ 
struct additions on sites which 
contained lateral drains. In the 
past such approval was withheld 
because of uncertainty as to who 
would bear the expense of repair¬ 
ing such storm drains where they 
passed beneath structures. 

There was no opposition to the 
new agreement although director 
John O’Reilly felt that the mem¬ 
bership should be fully informed 
of this responsibility the corpora¬ 
tion was undertaking. Director 
Jim Smith stated that no new re¬ 
sponsibilities were really involved 
since GHI was already maintain¬ 
ing the lateral drains as a matter 
of practicality. Smith also felt 
that the members were in favor of 
a resolution of the issue, pointing 
to the long delay encountered by 
several homeowners who wanted to 
build over such storm drains. Sev¬ 
eral board members also observed 
that the issue had been discussed 
at several board meetings during 
the last year. 

The board decided not to take 
final action until the next meeting 
in order to give all interested par¬ 
ties a chance to study the agree¬ 
ment. O’Reilly suggested a special 
mailing to members, but the board 
felt that such treatment was out 
of proportion to the impact that 
the changeover would have on the 
corporation. 

Other Business 

The joint GHI-city committee al¬ 
so reached an understanding on

In general, the city will maintain 
interconnecting sidewalks, GHI 
will maintain those servicing its 
own homes. 

GHI manager Roy Breashears 
reported that the county has a- 
greed to have the real estate tax 
relief provisions for elderly prop¬ 
erty owners apply equally well to 
cooperative housing owners. There 
is a question, however, as to whe¬ 
ther this action will be retroactive 

Regular board meetings for No¬ 
vember will take place on the 9tb 
and 16th because of Thanksgiving. 
The board will start budget meet¬ 
ings on November 2. 

GHI is contemplating blacktop¬ 
ping the boat-trailer park and will 
poll users regarding their willing¬ 
ness to pay extra monthy charges 
to cover the cost . . . The board 
turned down a request by a South¬ 
way resident for a free-standing 
carport which would exit directly 
on Southway. Reasons cited wert 
safety hazards, undesirable prece¬ 
dent, and uncertainty caused by 
the contemplated widening of 
South way road. 

GDC Meeting 

At the Greenbelt Development 
Corporation meeting preceding the 
regular GHI board meeting, it was. 
agreed that certain charges made 
by GDC (operators of the apart¬ 
ments on Parkway) to GHI for 
janitorial services would foe in¬ 
creased $600 a year. In turn, the 
GHI board at its meeting raised 
its charges $400 for services ren¬ 
dered GDC. 

GDC is a wholly-owned subsid¬ 
iary of GHI and boards of the twe 
corporations have the same com¬ 
position. Separate accounting re¬ 
cords are kept for GHI and GDC 
and the above changes were made 
in order to reflect accurately the 
appropriate expenses incurred by 
each. 

Breashears also announced that 
GDC will expend about $9;000 in 
replacement and major repair 
work on roofs and heating plants 
of its apartments. The board a- 
greed to capitalize this amount 
over a period of 8-10 years, bor¬ 
rowing from commercial or other 
sources. 


City Statement 
On Public Meetings 

The following policy state¬ 
ment, was issued last week by 
the Greenbelt City Council. 

It is the policy of the City Coun¬ 
cil of Greenbelt, Maryland, to rec¬ 
ognize the rights of all groups and 
individuals to express their views 
on matters of public interest and 
to conduct peaceful assemblies. To 
this extent, the City Council re¬ 
cently enacted an ordinance which 
prohibits any person from unrea¬ 
sonably obstructing, hampering, 
impeding, or interfering with any 
public meeting for which a public 
meeting reservation has been is¬ 
sued . Further, it is Council poli¬ 
cy to make City facilities availa¬ 
ble to any organization, when such 
facilities are not being used for 
official City business. The Council 
regrets and disapproves the har¬ 
assment of any group or law abid¬ 
ing citizens who are asserting their 
constitutional rights, such as free¬ 
dom of speech and assembly, and 
will take any appropriate actionsr 
reauired to prevent any such ha¬ 
rassment from taking place.

It is inflic¬ 
ted on children, through no fault 
of their own. Many victims resem¬ 
ble refugees from a concentration 
camp. 

No one can be punished for seek¬ 
ing aid for these children. At times 
I wonder how many children could 
have been spared from needless 
suffering, even death itself, if only 
those with the knowledge of a ne¬ 
glected or mistreated child had not 
closed their eyes to the facts, or 
refused to “get involved." 

The next case of child neglect 
that you are made aware of, please, 
remember to help stop this ungodly 
crime. 

As for the offenders themselves, 
I don't care to express my opinion; 
however, I will quote from the Bi¬ 
ble, St. Matthew 18:6 “But whoso 
shall offend one of these little ones 
which believe in me, it were better 
for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and that 
he were drowned in the depth of 
the sea."

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Local Couple Flying High

To many Greenbelters, a sunny, fall week-end may mean 
a long drive through the topaz-splattered country-side. But 
one Greenbelt couple, my husband, Al, and I, arise on week¬ 
end mornings to gaze up at the clouds, study the winds, and 
finally call the weather forecaster to inquire about fronts, 
ceilings and visibility. 


You see, my husband is a pri¬ 
vate pilot, and few things are as 
exciting to him as climbing into 
one of his club's four single-en¬ 
gined aircraft, pushing in on the 
throttle and pulling out on the nose 
wheel, and rising up into the heav¬ 
ens. 

Many a week-end has found us 
dipping over the Virginia moun¬ 
tains to investigate a ski resort, 
crossing the Chesapeake Bay to 
have lunch at the Plying W Ranch 
in New Jersey, winging over New 
York City for a visit to the auto 
show and our favorite restaurant, 
Mama Leonie’s, or just going up to 
Lancaster for the day to visit his 
parents. This summer we took 
our first really long trip to Expo 
'67, flying up along the Hudson 
River and the Thousand Islands, 
and finally viewing that fairyland 
at Montreal from the air. 

Flying has provided us with many 
exciting adventures, both in the air 
and in the places of our destination. 
Of course, sometimes these adven¬ 
tures have been more exciting than 
we would have wished. For in¬ 
stance, there was the time we were 
going to New York and the engine 
started to die. My husband sus¬ 
pected carburetor icing and was 
able to correct the situation. Then, 
coming back from Montreal, the 
engine developed a most peculiar 
rumbling sound and we headed for 
the nearest airport in a hurry. The 
trouble turned out to be a cracked 
manifold on the exhaust. At 11,000 
feet above the ground, such hap¬ 
penings can be frightening. 

At other times, we have been dis¬ 
couraged with flying, as when the 
weather ruined our plans to go to 
Boston on three different occasions. 
Another time the storm clouds 
closed in over the mountains as 
we headed for Mammoth Cave in 
Kentucky. We were forced to spend 
the night in the thriving town of 
London-Corbin, and in the morn¬ 
ing we had to start back to Green- 
belt after coming within 100 miles 
of our goal. Nor were our problems 
over, as the cloud ceiling lowered 
further and we had to land in Blue- 
field, West Virginia. We ignomini- 
ously arrived home that week-end 
via a commercial airliner, having 
left our small plane behind. It was 
over a week before the weather 
finally cleared and the aircraft 
could be brought home. 

All these circumstances have not 
in the least affected my husband’s 
enthusiasm for flying. In fact, 
problems in the cockpit have 
heightened his desire to read and 
study as much as he can about 
aviation. Every day, it seems, maps 
arrive from the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, pamphlets and booklets 
from the FAA and GPO, magazines 
and other literature from the 
Aircraft Owners and Pilots As¬ 
sociation, not to mention the num¬ 
erous publications he picks up at 
the newsstand. 


Weather problems have increased 
his desire to obtain an instrument 
rating from the FAA. For this 
purpose we recently spent four days 
in Atlantic City, where he took a 
special course in instrument flying, 
28 hours of instruction, followed by 
the FAA exam. Currently he is 
working on the 40 hours of instru¬ 
ment flying time needed before he 
can obtain his license to fly in bad 
weather. 

Incidentally, while in Atlantic 
City, he signed me up for the 
Pinch-hitter’s course, a special 
course for wives of pilots, and I 
received four hours of lessons in 
the ground and four hours of actual 
flying lessons. I am now qualified 
to handle the plane in an emer¬ 
gency— I think. 

So, on any given week-end the 
Barnes of Greenbelt may be seen 
getting into their car, but rather 
than a ride in the country, it is 
only out to the airport for a ride 
instead in the nation’s airways.
